The USDA announced just 


hours before the 
354-0 vote 


Monday that it was rescinding 
the belt-tightening policies that 
prompted strong action in both 
houses. 


The capitulation raised doubt 


whether congressional 
follow- 


through 
to resolve 
differing 


versions of House and Senate 
lunch measures was needed. 


And the sequence of events 


on the issue left one senator 
declaring that his colleagues 
had gone crazy. 


The House bill provides a 


minimum of 46 cents in federal 
reimbursement to the states for 
every lunch served to a child 
deemed eligible by the state. 


The USDA policy change, the 


third since mid-August, tracked 
closely the aims of the House 
measure. In August the depart- 
ment announced that the school 
lunch reimbursements would be 
set at 35 cents per serving, 
down from the previous year's 
46 cents. 


Congress returned from re- 


cess expressing outrage at the 
action, and USDA on Oct. 6 an- 
nounced it was moving the 
lunch reimbursement up to 46 
cents. 


At the same time the depart- 


ment restricted eligibility to its 
own standard: children of par- 
.',••- ts earning less than $3,940. 


The action eliminated an esti- 


mated 1 million to 1.5 million 
children who had gotten free or 
reduced-priced 
lunches 
last 


year after Congress and the 
White House ordered schools to 
feed every needy child. 


The department yielded Mon- 


day on a major point, allowing 
the states to set eligibility, as 
well as increasing the reim- 
bursement 
per 
lunch to 46 


cents. Some states' maximum 
income level for participation 
far exceeds that favored by 
USDA. 


But what happens next is in 


doubt. 


The Senate on Oct. 1 passed a 


bill that was not as broad as the 
House version. 


The Senate version says noth 


ing about eligibility and 
clares that 46 cents shall 
the minimum reimbursement. 


The USDA says the 46-cent 


reimbursement is an average, 
not a minimum, figure. 


Sen. Allen Ellender, chair- 


man of the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee, said he's all 
for adding another $135 million 
to the USDA school lunch pro- 
gram to expand it to those he 
defined as the really needy.

tion Act, which provides the 
power to act to regulate in- 
flationary forces. 


Undersecretary of the Treas- 


ury Charles Walker said the one- 
year time limit in no way in- - 
dicates the length of time that 
the price-wage controls will re- 
main in effect. 


He said the controls will re- 


main for as long as "it takes to 
break the back of inflationary 
expectations 
and 
to 
make 


meaningful progress to bring 
down the cost of living." 


The proposed legislation calls 


for the same $5,000 criminal 
fines now contained in the law 
and adds a civil penalty of $2,- 
500 for violations, adding what 
officials said were more teeth 
to enforce the effort. 


The measure Nixon sent to 


the Capitol actually involved a 
"substantial rewriting" of the 
1970 Economic Stabilization Act 
to clarify the presidential au- 
thority as well as to add the 
standby controls over interest 
and dividends at "levels con- 
sonant with orderly economic 
growth." 


It also provides the power to 


regulate certain sectors of the 
economy where there are se- 
"vwrwt economic prwmrw. 


Walker said it was not con- 


templated that the interest-divi- 
dend curbs will have to be 
used. He said "by severely 
puncturing 
inflationary 
ex- 


pectations" the anti-inflationary 
efforts 
"will cause 
interest 


rates to decline." He said there 
already had been a "dramatic 
decline" in these rates.

Red Defector 
Is Granted 
U.S. Asylum

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


Russian defector said to have 
disclosed existence of a Soviet 
spy ring in Belgium is now in 
the United States after being 
granted political asylum, ac- 
cording to the State Depart- 
ment. 


A 
brief 
statement 
issued 


Monday afternoon said Anatoly 
Tchebotarev, a member of the 
Soviet trade mission in Bel- 
gium, recently asked the U.S. 
Embassy in Brussels to be 
allowed to enter the United 
States. His request was grant- 
ed, the department said. 


Tchebotarev has been miss- 


ing from the Soviet mission 
since early this month, but U.S. 
officials declined to say when 
he asked for asylum, when he 
entered the United States or 
where he is staying. 


Neither would they say why 


he sought asylum in the United 
States rather than Belgium, but 
an official said it is not unusual 
for such defectors to be brought 
to America. 


There was virtually no per- 


sonal 
information 
available 


about Tchebotarev beyond his 
connection with the Soviet 
trade mission, except for re- 
ports he was a friend of Oleg 
Lyalin, another Russian defec- 
tor who recently informed on a 
Soviet spy ring in Great Brit- 
ain. 


According to the Belgian for- 


eign ministry, Tchebotarev had 
told the American embassy in 
Brussels of the spy ring in that

trouble hemming your double 
knit so that it will not be bulky 
and show from the right side? 
Then try using the tailor's hem 
finish for knits, according to 
Mrs. Alphonso T. Denham,

Hempstead 


County. 


Mark the hem and cut it to an 


even width, 1 1-2 to 2 1-2 inches 
deep. Make one row of machine 
stitching 3-8 inch from the raw 
edge of the hem. Pin the hem in 
place. Fold the hem back to the 
row of stitching and hem by 
catching a stitch of sewing and a 
thread of the skirt. Make the 
stitches 1-2 inch apart. The hem 
stitch should be hidden under the 
hem. Do not pull the hand stit- 
ches too tightly, as this makes 
the hem show on the right side. 
Press the hem very lightly. 


The tailor's hem can be used 


on any non-raveling, firmly 
woven, medium to heavy fabrics.

Pink Apple Sauce 
Dessert 
Milk 
Educational 
Toys Harmful, 
Says Doctor

CHICAGO (AP) — A Harvard 


University 
pediatrician 
says 


many educational 
toys may 


have harmful effects on chil- 
dren. He suggests they would 
be better off playing with pots 
and pans. 


The pediatrician, Dr. Richard 


I. Feinbloom, says he has found 
no evidence to support claims 
by manufacturers that toys pro- 
grammed to stimulate learning 
will do so. 


"Toys that teach" may, in 


fact, 
have 
harmful 
effects, 


Feinbloom reported Sunday in 
a presentation to the annual 
meeting 
of 
the 
American 


Academy of Pediatrics. 


In discussing educational toys 


and so-called crib environments 
"alleged to offer unique bene- 
fits" which accelerate the de- 
velopment of learning ability in 
infants 
and 
young 
children, 


Feinbloom warned of a growing 
trend called "programmed cog- 
nitive stimulation." 


He showed slides of hexagon- 


al-shaped cribs equipped with a 
variety of objects reputed to 
stimulate infants and noted that 
"pressured parents" may not 
have time to play with their 
offspring and welcome these 
substitutes. "Turning 
children 


over to the television set has 
paved the way," he said.

Daughter of a Retired 
Ambassador Describes 
Marriage as '

LITTLE ROCK (AP)- Maria 


Luisa Mabilongon Haley, daugh- 
ter of a retired ambassador to 
France, 
Spain, 
India 
and 


Pakistan, described her recent 
wedding as a "crazy thing." 


I^ast month, she became the 


wife of John Haley, chairman of 
the state Board of Correction, in 
what she had originally meant 
to be a small wedding. Forty- 
five people attended. 


Both Haley and his bride flew 


to Hong Kong to avoid the tradi- 
tions of a wedding in her home 
in Manila, the Phillipines. 


"It would have been a carni- 


val," she said. Mrs. Haley, a 
Catholic, said she simply want- 
ed the "blessings of the priest." 


Instead she arrived in Hong 


Kong with an "entourage." Ha- 
ley brought along two friends. 


The couple then flew back to 


Manila where they honeymooned 
at the Manila Hilton, where 
Mrs. Haley was the sales man- 
ager. 


They were met at the Manila 


airport by a police escort. They 
were then driven to the Hilton 
where they were greeted by the 
entire staff lined up on either 
side of a red carpet. The Ha- 
leys stayed in the Presidential 
Suite. 


"I used to say I wanted to 


stay in that suite one day," she 
said. 


The Haleys met in Manila 


where a mutual friend intro- 
duced them. Haley, a lawyer, 
frequently goes to Manila on 
business. 


Mrs. Haley laughed and said 


the only objection her parents 
had to her getting married was 
her moving to Little Rock. 


She explained that the 1957 


school crisis in Little Rock had 
left people in the Orient with 
the impression that the South 
was discriminatory. 


"I thought they were going to 


make me ride in the back of 
the bus," she said. 


Instead she says she has found 


everybody friendly. 


Neither Haley nor his wife 


could recall when he proposed. 


"I think he just told me," she 


said. 


Mrs. Haley said what finalized 


the plan was when the telephone 
bill from Uttle Rock to Manila 
got too high. She said he often 
called her twice a week. 


Mrs. Haley said she would de- 


scribe herself as a liberated 
woman who has never been 
dominated by anyone. 


But, she says, due to her 


Oriental background, she feels 
like the man is the master of 
his house. 


Mrs. Haley, who asked that 


her age not be used, is 5-feet-2 
arid has petite features She 
finds the long Oriental styie 
dresses with slits up the side 
comfortable for at home wear. 
She is now occupying herself 


with decorating a home Haley 
bought in west Little Kix.'k on 
Arkansas 10. She says she plaiss 
to use things from the Orient in 
the decor

Mrs. Haley plans to study Ar- 
kansas, just as he has studied 
the cultures of the various coun- 
tries where her father was an 
ambassador. 


She holds degrees from the 


Sorbonne in Paris and the Uni- 
versity of Madrid. 


Paris is her favorite city, she 


said. However, she did not go 
there by choice. 


She had been doing classical 


Indian dancing for two years 
when her parents told her she 
would either have to go into 
dancing more seriously or do 
some more studying. 


If she had chosen dancing, ihe 


would have to enter a school 
and live the life of a "hermit," 
where all her time would be de- 
voted to meditation and study, 
she said. 


Before a performance she 


would stay secluded and medi- 
tate, sometimes with a guru, to 
prepare herself for the evening's 
performance. 


Dancing in Indian often has a 


religious meaning, she ex- 
plained. 


So when the choice came be- 


tween being a recluse or going 
on to school, she chose school. 


For more than a year, she 


lived on the \jeli Bank of Paris 
and attended classes. She lived 
the life of a student, wearing 
black sweathers and boots and 
entertaining friends. 


But then her parents moved 


to Paris and she was forced to 
move in with them on the right 
bank of the river. 


"I couldn't go around with my 


hair uncombed any more," she 
said. "I was my father's daugh- 
ter." 


She had to change her style 


of living and dressing to con- 
form to the expectations of an 
ambassador.

This is a general rule of law, 


that an employer is not liable for 
an employee's personal miscon- 
duct outside the scope of his job. 
Thus, the owner of n bar was 
held not 
liable when a mis- 


chievous waiter gave a customer 
a painful hotfoot. 


It is a different story, how- 


ever, when the employee's duties 
do include a certain amount of 
physical contact with the public. 
Take this case: 


At a movie matinee, a noisy 


teen-ager was ejected from the 
theater by an irate usher. In 
doing so, the usher used consid- 
erably more roughness than was 
necessary. 


This time, when the teen-ager 


sued the management for dam- 
ages, the court pointed out that 
policing the customers was part 
of the job of ushering. Even 
though the usher overdid it, the 
court said that the theater, as 
his employer, would have to pay 
damages. 


Furthermore, certain employ- 


ers may be held liable because of 
an extra duty they owe the pub- 
lic. For example, a railroad had 
to pay damages after an amorous 
conductor forced several kisses 
on a reluctant woman passenger.

a person choose a doctor? Is 
a doctor of internal medicine 
more competent than a gen- 
eral 
family medicine doc- 


tor? How much is a general 
family 
doctor 
allowed 
to 


handle and what can ho or 
should he handle'.' 


Dear 
Reader — A 
good 


question and a difficult one 
to answer. In a small com- 
munity there may be only 
one doctor, that solves the 
problem. He won't be upset 
il you don't go'to see hi nil 
because he probably already 
has more than he can do. 
Many doctors are trapped in 
exhausting 
situations 
and 


would welcome some relief 
from their work load. They 
may not have time to give 
complete medical examina- 
tions unless a patient is ill. 
If you wish to, go to the 
nearest clinic for an annual 
evaluation and have the re- 
sults sent to your community 
doctor.

was alone They can share 
knowledge, skills and pro- 
vide 24-hour coverage. Good 
doctors do practice by them- 
selves but it is a lot harder 
for them to do it alone The 
group, of course, can lie made 
up entirely of general prac- 
titioners or family practice 


physicians. 


Beyond small group prac- 


tice in organizational com- 
plexity is the clinic, com- 
posed of specialists, also a 
form 
of g r o u p 
practice. 


Larger 
clinics can 
afford 


more equipment and serv- 
ices. It isn't necessary to go 
to these for small problems, 
like having a small cut su- 
tured or immunizations, but 
they are excellent for diffi- 
cult problems that require 
the skills of different spe- 
cialty areas and the equip- 
ment to "do the job. Large 
hospitals and medical cen- 
ters are in the same cate- 
gory. 


A 
specialist 
in internal 


medicine has four or five 
years of extra training after 
becoming a doctor. If he is 
"board certified" you can be 
certain he is in the upper 
half at least in skills within 
his specialty. Internal medi- 
cine includes all the sub- 
specialities of heart, lungs, 
digestion, endocrine glands 
and body systems. To be- 
come a subspecialist, such as 
a heart specialist, a physi- 
cian must first complete the 
internal medicine training.

internists 
practice 


family medicine. 


The general practioner or 


family 
medicine physician 


may also have had more 
training b e y o n d medical 
school, 
and 
usually 
has 


training in obstetrics, gen- 
eral surgery and pediatrics. 
Many of them, with their ex- 
perience, are just as well 
qualified for their task as a 
specialist in internal medi- 
cine is in his.

out if he is a member of the 
county medical society.

Agnew Visits 
Father's 
Birthplace

GARGALIANOI, Greece (AP) 


— Vice President Spiro T. Ag- 
new came to the village of his 
ancestors today in an emotionl 
homecoming that filled the nar- 
row streets 
with welcoming 


townspeople. 


He said he had learned that a 


man can go home again, "even 
to a home he has only heard of 
but never seen before." 


The emotion of the moment 


could be read in Agnew's face 
as he stood before the people of 
Gargalianoi in the town's soc- 
cer stadium and paid tribute to 
his late father. 


"If any individual is entitled 


to these honors I receive it is 
he," the vice president said. 
"He was one of you and he left 
these shores many years ago 


"It was on his knee that I 


learned of this town and of the 
principles of the early Hellenes 
... And I only wish that he 
could have returned with me 
today," Agnew said, his voice 
breaking for just an instant, 
"and yet I sense his presence 
here." 


Agnew does not speak Groek. 


His remarks were translated 
sentence by sentence and the 
crowd applauded almost every 
line. 


•1 could see him breaking up 


near the end," Mrs. Agnew 
said later. 


The vice president walked 


through a welcoming archway 
and drove to the village ceme- 
tery 
to place a 
flag-draped 


wreath at a family gravesite 
He visited a white-walled or- 
phange that was a 
convent 


founded by his great aunt. Ag- 
new gave bracelets to two 
young girls who lived there, 
and he patted them on their 
cheeks. 


He went 
to the ancestral 


home of his family 
where a 


cousin, 
Andreas 
Anagnosto- 


poulos, still lives and dedicated 
there 
a 
plaque 
"in com- 


memoration of my origins here 
and in honor of the Greek in- 
heritance which so many other 
Americans proudly share." Gar- 
galianoi is a town of about 7,000 
people overlooking the Ionia 
Sea. 


"Today this son of Garga- 


lianoi has come home," the 
vice president said in a speech 
prepared for a luncheon given 
by the town. 


"The spirit of this village, of 


these hills and valleys, of this 
country 
inspired 
my 
father 


throughout his life ... even as 
it guided his father and his fa- 
ther before him." 


Agnew's father was born The- 


ofrastos 
Spyro Anagnosto- 


poulos, in Gargalianoi, on Sept. 
12, 1878. He left for the United 
States at 24, became a citizen 
and Anglicized his name. He died 
in 1963. 


"My fondest wish is that my 


father could have lived to enjoy 
this day with us," Agnew said 
in his speech to the towns- 
people. 


But 
amid the 
emotion of 


homecoming, there was evi- 
dence of the politics of Agnew's 
first visit to Greece. 


Premier 
George 
Papado- 


poulos accompanied the vice 
president to Gargalianoi. 


Papadopoulos, whose military 


regime has been criticized in 
the U.S. Congress as a dictator- 
ship and urged by the State De- 
partment to move toward rep- 
resentative 
rule, 
has 
spent 


some 64 hours in conference 
with Agnew. He also has not 
missed an opportunity to ap- 
pear w i t h the vice president 
outside the conference rooms. 


The premier came Monday 


night to a reception in Athens 
for Agnew, joining some 600 
Americans and Greeks.

MADRID (AP) — There's no 


reason for today's American 
traveler in Europe to 
fear 


catching the dollar disease that 
struck tourists two months ago 
when President Nixon unveiled 
his new economic policies. 


A 
three-week, 
five-country 


tour found no evidence to jus- 
tify fears of "worthless" dol- 
lars or exorbitant 
exchange 


rates that gripped some trav- 
eling Americans after Nixon's 
decision to float the dollar. 


True, the dollar is worth less 


now than it was before Nixon's 
announcement. 
But it's not 


worth so much less that it 
would make any drastic differ- 
ence in vacationing spending 
plans. 


A few simple precautions in- 


sure against needlessly wasting 
dollars in currency exchanges. 


Foremost, make principal 


money exchanges 
at com- 


mercial or American Express 
banks. Comparisons in London, 
Paris, Vienna, Rome and Madr- 
id showed the best exchange 
rates 
for 
dollars 
were 
in- 


variably at banks rather than 
at specialized money-changing 
bureaus or hotels. 


In Paris, for example, the 


Banque National de Paris gave 
5.27 francs for each 
dollar, 


while an exchange office at the 
north railway station gave only 
5.00, a difference of about. 5 per 
cent. 


When shopping for items of 


much value, inquire about the 
store's exchange rate before 
deciding whether to pay in lo- 
cal currency or with U.S. dollar 
traveler's checks. 


At a Scotch textiles shop in 


Ixuidon, for example, we paid 
in British pounds because the 
store's exchange rate of one 
pound per $2.53 was less favor- 
able than the bank's $2.47^2. 
But we used dollar traveler's 
(hecks at a men's shop because 
its rate of $2.40 was better than 
the bank 


Restaurants in general of- 


fered unfavorable rates, though 
at 
fashionable Maxim's in 


Pans, the exchange rate for 
traveler's checks was within 1 
per cent of the best bank rates
